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ABSTRACT 

Of the 329,301 independent study enrollments reported 
by 77 National University Continuing Education Association (NUCEA) 
institutions in 1988-89, 55 percent are in college courses (a slight 
increase over 1987-88), 32 percent are in high school courses (a 
slight decrease), and 13 percent are in nonoredit courses. When a 
comparison is made of only those institutions that responded to both 
the 1987-88 and 1988-89 surveys, the latter 's total enrollments are 
about 5 percent greater. For semester-length college c*ourses, 
students paid an average of $57 per semester hour. Faculty were paid 
an average of $3.17 per lesson, $24.11 per semester hour, or $49.03 
per enrollment for grading, as well as an average of $964.40 per 
course or $357.63 per semester hour for development. For 
quarter-length college courses, students paid an average of $39.60 
per quarter hour. Faculty were paid an average of $3.50 per lesson or 
$18.25 per quarter hour for grading and an average of $675 per course 
or $162 per quarter hour for course development. The average high 
school course fee was $49.45; the grading stipend was $5.21 per 
lesson or $23.67 per enrollment; the average development stipend was 
$623.87. The average noncredit course fee was $78.33. (Numerous 
tables lists data as reported by each of the 77 responding 
schools/universities.)

Executive Summary 

This final report includes seventy-seven institutions' final responses to the National 
University Continuing Education Association (NUCEA) Independent Study Division's 
annual survey of program practices during academic year 1988-89. Tables are included to 
provide information on course enrollments, course fees, staff size, course developments, and 
faculty stipends. 

During July 1989 a survey was sent to 142 institutions which had responded to previv^us I.S. 
annual surveys, which were new members of NUCEA, or which had a professional member 
of the I.S. Division. The survey was prepared by members of the I.S. Division's Research and 
Evaluation Committee. 

During August follow-up letters and telephone calls were made to all non-responding 
institutions and to those whose responses on the survey appeared to be a marked change from 
previous responses. All respondents received a preliminary report in September and were 
given tiiree months to notify the committee of needed changes. Dunn;? the following months 
additional follow-up calls were made as committee members reviewed tiie data. 

Of the 329,301 independent study enrollments reported by seventy-seven NUCEA 
institutions, 1988-89, fifty-five percent arc in college courses (a slight increase over last 
year), thirty-two percent are in high school coiu-ses (a slight decrease from last year), and 
thirteen percent are in noncredit courses. When a comparison is made of only those 
institutions that responded to both last year's and this year's surveys, this year's total 
enrollments arc 4.72 percent greater (302,013 in 1987-88; 316,281 in 1988-89). 

During 1988 -89 for semester-length college courses, students paid an average of $56.93 per 
semester hour ($60.77 in 1989-90). Faculty were paid an average of $3.17 per lesson ($3.28 
in 1989-90); $24.1 1 per semester hour ($25.30 in 1989-90); or $49.03 per enrollment ($50.03 
in 1989-90) for grading, as well as an average of $964.40 ($1,010.40 in 1989-90) per course 
or $357.63 ($388.46 in 1989-90) per semester hour for new development. 

During 1988-89 for quarter-length college courses, students paid an average of $39.60 
($51.44 in 1989-90) per quarter hour. Faculty were paid an average of $3.50 ($3.50 in 1989- 
90) per lesson or $18.25 ($19.50 in 1989-90) per quarter hour for grading; as well as an 
average c. $675.00 ($675.00 in 1989-90) per course or $162.00 ($185.00 for 1989-90) per 
quarter hour for new development. 

During 1988-89 for high school courses, the average enrollment fee for students was $49.45 
($61.70 for 1989-90) per course. For faculty members who grade such courses, the average 
stipend was $5.21 ($5.28 for $1989-90) per lesson or $23.67 ($25.00 for 1989-90) per 
enrollment, while the course development average stipend was $623.87 ($634.52 in $1959- 
90) per course.

Within the noncredit courses the average course fee was $78.00 ($80.00 for 1989-90). For 
grading, faculty were paid $3.01 ($3.14 in 1989-90) per lesson, while the course 
development stipend was $893.50 ($931.05 in 1989-90) per course. 



Enrollment Changes 

The average program in 1988-89 enrolled about fifty-five percent of its students in college 
courses, thirty-two percent in high school courses, and thirteen percent in noncredit courses 
(see Figure 1). This change from last year is not significant. 

Nationally, the mean total enrollment consisted of 4,277 combined (college, high school, and 
noncredit) registrations in 1988-89. The range of enrollments this year was from Savannah 
State College's 24 to Pennsylvania State University's 25,474 (see Table 1). 

This year, as in each of the past several years, we note growth on a national scale. Within any 
given institution, however, it is rare that national patterns of growth will be reflected year 
after year. Indeed, of all the NUCHA institutions that have been shown in our annual 
statistical reports, only five have reported overall growth in each of the past six years: the 
Universities of Maryland, Colorado, Indiana, Mississippi State, and Western Michigan. Of 
the five largest institutions, only Pennsylvania State University and Indiana University 
showed changes of more than two percent of total enrollment. Penn State grew by 16,497 or 
nearly fourteen percent. Indiana grew slightly more than six percent. 



Independent Studv Faculty 

Overall staffing patterns and the manner of participation by university faculty in independent 
study instruction are presented in Table IV. The information in this table should be taken in 
the context of the enrollments and courses reported earlier. 



Special Fees 

It is customary for institutions to offset operating costs and the costs services that are 
unique to independent study by assessing special fees. The most common of these are a 
charge for study guides, a charge to transfer between independent study courses or to extend 
enrollment in a course, a supplemental charge to those who are residents of another state, and 
a charge to offset the cost of mailing books or lessons or both. 

As shown in Table V, virtually all institutions levy one or more of these charges. Only four 
institutions did not report any special fees: Embry-Riddle Aeronautical University, Adams 
State College, Roosevelt University, and Westem Illinois University. The nonresident charge 
is the least common. 

The data in the tables in this report enable the administrators and staff of independent study 
programs to compare and contrast their activities, their staffing, their programming, and 
enrollment growth patterns with those of other institutions. Further, such annual data 
facilitate research on an increasingly significant educational activity-distance education. 
Format and contents of the tables of this report follows the pattern established in prior years 
to maintain comparability between years.

Program Characteristics 

Table II presents comparative information about the characteristics of programs and their 
students. Only 58 institutions report having data on the percentage of their college 
enrollments that are by students currently studying on the university campus; since about 
two-thirds of these reports are rounded to 5 or 10 percent it appears that many reports are 
estimates. Only 15 institutions indicate that the majority of their enrollments are by on 
campus students. The dominant pattern in independent study is to attract students wlio are 
not otherwise enrolled at the institution whose campus courses they are taking. 

Two years ago twenty institutions reported offering extended degree programs, although 
some of these place severe restrictions on the number of credit hours through independent 
study that will be accepted toward a degree. Although only two NUCHA institutions reported 
two years ago that students can meet all degree requirements through independent study, 
eleven additional institutions indicated that practice this year. 

For only the second time this year's survey collected information on the initial enrollment 
period (12 months median average), length of first extension (6 months median average) and 
second extension (4.7 months mean average of the 30 practicing institutions). 



Course Preparation and Revision 

Comparative information on courses offered, revised or developed, as well as editor/course 
designer staff available is shown in Table IIIA for college programs, in Table IIIB for high 
school, and Table niC for noncredit. 

As is true for course enrollments, the number of courses offered within each total program 
varies immensely. Brigham Young University reports the largest number of courses, 491 , and 
three other institutions report offering more than 400. The institutions with the largest 
number of courses tend to have one or more editcrs or course designers assigned, although a 
few report extensive curriculum work without any persons assigned expressly for this pur- 
pose. In many cases this pattem complements a subsequent comment on staffing: individuals 
who prepare courses or who work on courses prepared by faculty members may be formally 
assigned broad duties elsewhere in continuing education or in the university. Surprisingly, 
the number of editors or course designers reported to be assigned does not always appear to 
be closely related to the production of new courses or revisions. 



Independent Study Faculty 

Overall staffing patterns and the manner of participation by universitylfaculty in independent 
study instnaction are presented in Table IV. The information in this table should be taken in 
the context of the enrollments and courses reported earlier. 
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Seventy-five institutions reported 1988-89 enrollment information for college level 
correspondence courses. The total enrollment of 185,992 in these courses was 56 percent of 
all correspondence course enrollments during the survey year. 

Enrollments ranged from a low of 5 students to a high of 11,784, with an average of 2,480 
and a median of 1,685 (see Table VI). Figure 3a shows those 26 institutions that had gained 
at least 10 percent more enrollments than they had last year. Figure 3b shows the ranking by 
increase in numbers. 

The number of college courses offered by the reporting programs ranged from 1 to 396, with 
an average of 107 (see Table nia). An average of 5 new courses was developed during 
1988-89. 



Fees 

Fifty-five of the 75 reporting institutions assess fees on the basis of semester hours and 10 
use a quarter hour basis. Eleven programs use some other method (Tables VI, Via, VIb, and 
Vic). 

During 1988-89 students in courses offered on a semester basis paid an average of $56.93 per 
credit. An increase of 7 percent i: anticipated for 1989-90 ($60.77). Institutions offering 
courses on a quarter basis charged students an average fee of $39.60 per credit, and project 
an increase of 30 percent for 1989-90 ($51.44). 

Most programs charge students some type of additional fees, very often for extra services 
such as enrollment extension or transfer to another course. An average of $14.49 is assessed 
for extensions by the 66 programs reporting such a charge, a transfer fee is charged by 55 
programs reporting such a charge, a transfer fee is charged by 55 programs, averaging 
$10.64. the least common additional fee is that charged for non-resident students. Only two 
programs differentiate among students in this way, reponing an additional fee of $15.00 to 
$20.00. 



Lesson Grading 

The most common method of paying instructors for grading appears to be a per lesson 
system, with 36 institutions compensating instructors in mis way at an average $3.17 per 
lesson at semester schools and $3.50 at quarter calendar institutions (one school pays $22.00 
per lesson but appears to define "lesson" and "fees" on a larger unit of work). Thirteen 
programs pay instructors for grading on a per enrollment basis, the average being $49.03 at 
semester schools. Semester hours are used by 15 institutions as the basis for payment at an 
average of $24. 1 1 per semester hour. Two programs base payments on quarter hours at an 
average rate of $18.25 per hour of credit. 

Computer grading is utilized by 12 institutions in varying degrees ranging from 1 percent to 
100 percent of total grading activity. Average use of computerized grading among these 12 
programs is 25. 16 percent, about the same as last year.

Course Development 

The average compensation paid faculty for course development in 1988-89 was $1,010.40 
per course at semester schools and $675.00 at quarter schools. This basis for payment was 
used by 35 programs, making it the most common system. Payments based on semester 
hours averaged $403.77 per hour, while it was $152.50 per quarter hour (but expected to 
increase almost 1 1 percent during 1989-90). Development stipends at semester schools were 
expected to be 5 percent greater during 1989-90. 

Faculty development course materials as part of their regular work loads at 13 institutions, 
with five reporting 100 percent of their faculty working under such a system. Fifteen 
institutions have some faculty teaching an independent study course as part of their regular 
work load. At four of the institutions all faculty members teach ome or more independent 
study courses as part of their regular course load.

HIGH SCHOOL PROGRAMS 1988-89 



The number of reporting institutions with high school programs increased by one in 1988-89 
to thirty-seven, including two new programs. The total number of course enrollments 
increased approximately 3 percent horn 100,054 in 1987-88 to 103,381 in 1988-89. Both the 
average and median enrollments increased slightiy; however, the percent of total independent 
study course enrollments represented by high school enrollments decreased slightly from 
32.8 percent to 31.37 percent. 

Eleven programs lost enrollments, several of them experiencing a drop of more than 10 
percent. Twenty-six programs gained enrollments, including fifteen shown in Figure 4a that 
registered increases of more than 10 percent. Texas Tech University had the largest 
increase-more than 1,700 course enrollments. The University of Kentucky and the North 
Dakota Division of Independent Study <> reported increases of more than 500 enrollments. 

Seventeen programs (46 percent) increased tuition fees from 1988-89 to 1989-90. Fee 
increases were $2.00 to $2.50 in six programs; seven increased from $4.00 to $6.00; and the 
three largest increases were $8.40, $10.00, and $14.20. 

Grading stipends for high school courses were increased by eight programs, most by less 
than $.25 per lesson. The majority of programs have a variable stipend rate depending upon 
the number of lessons in the course, although there is generally an overall maximum amount 
per student. Little change was also noted in development stipends, with only four programs 
increasing stipends; the increases ranged from 3 percent to 50 percent.

Enrollments 

Forty-three of the 77 institutions reporting (56 percent) indicated they had noncredit 
offerings (see Table VIII). This represents an increase of one institution from the previous 
year when 42 of 72 institutions reported noncredit offerings. Four institutions not reporting 
noncredit courses in 1987-88 appear in 1988-89 (University of Arizona, Memorial University 
of Newfoundland, University of Michigan, and Southern Mississippi University). Three 
institutions reporting noncredit courses in 1987-88 are not reported in 1988-89 (Seminary 
Extension Institute, Eastern Michigan University, and Michigan State University). 

Noncredit enrollment increased only nominally from the previous year (40,199 vs 40,127). 
Noncredit enrollments constituted 12.2 percent of the total independent study enrollments 
reported, down from 13.2 percent the previous year. This leveling off of noncredit enrollment 
comes after several years of substantial increases.

Noncredit enrollments are concentrated in relatively few institutions. The top five institutions 
accounted for 80 percent of the reported noncredit enrollment. Pennsylvania State University 
accounted for 41 percent of the total noncredit enrollments reported.

The following institutions reported gains of 100 or more 
enrollment from the previous year.

Twenty-one institutions reported a decrease in noncredit enrollments, with 17 institutions 
reporting decreases of 10 percent or more and 13 institutions reporting decreases of 20 
percent or more. 

Volatility in enrollments continues to be a characteristic of noncredit enrollments caused in 
part by the responsiveness of noncredit programs to fluctuating professional, vocational, and 
certification needs. 



Course Fees 

The enrollment fees for noncredit courses for 1988-89 and 1989-90 are summarized in Table 
Vin. Fees were charged on a course basis by 31 of the 43 reporting institutions and on a 
CEU basis by 6 institutions. The remaining institutions did not list a typical fee or based their 
fee on other criteria. 

The average course fee among the institutions reporting a typical fee was $91.52 and ranged 
from $25 to $260 per course. This is an increase of $2.08 over the previous year. 

The average charge per CEU was $35.38 and ranged from $13 to $50 per CEU. This was 
unchanged among the institutions reporting a typical fee.

A total of 8 institutions increased their fees by an average of 15 percent. For the 5 institutions 
charging a course fee, the increase ranged from $5 to $17 per course. 



Stipends for Course Instruction 

Thirty institutions paid for instruction on a lesson basis and 25 of these institutions reported a 
typical average stipend of $3.14 per lesson. The range was from $1.00 to $5.00 per lesson. 
This represents a 4.3 percent increase over the $3.01 per lesson average stipend paid by these 
25 institutions the previous year. 

Six institutions paid for grading on the basis of enrollment. The average typical stipend 
reported was $53.75 per enrollment. The range was $22 to $81 per enrollment. This 
represents an increase of 1.6 percent over the $52.88 per enrollment reported by these 
institutions the previous year. 



Stipends for Course Development 

Twenty-four institutions reported paying a course development stipend on the basis of the 
course, the average typical stipend reported was $931 per course and ranged from $300 to 
$3,271 per course. This represents an increase of $38 or 4.3 percent over the stipend reported 
by these institutions during the previous year. 

Four institutions paid course development stipends on the basis of CEUs. The typical average 
stipend was $240 per CEU with a range of $200 to $360 per CEU. This represents an 
increase of $2.50 per CEU or 1.1 percent over the previous year.
